Frank H. Morris, Andltor of the 
War Department, Killed By 
a DLcnarned Clerk. 

Washington, Dec. 24.— Frank II. 
Morris, auditor of the war depart- 
ment, appointed from Cleveland, ()., 
was shot mid Instantly killed Satur- 
day afternoon by Samuel McDonald, 
a former disbursing clerk under the 
murdered oflicer.
